She 
bids fair soon to become also tho 
world's most famous artists' mod- 
el. Three great painters, two of 
England, one oC Germany, and 
Russia's most distinguished sculp- 
tor have lately found her their In- 
spiration; also a number of lesser 
artists. The sculptor modeled her 


at the command of Nicholas of 
Russia. 
Pavlowa "The Swan" 


and Pavlowa "The Bacchante" 
hare been immortalized in ala- 
baster for the private art gallery 
of the Czar. 


Sent by the Minister of the Court, 


the celebrated Russian sculptor, 
Seraphin Soudibinine, went to 
London from St Petersburg in 
Pavlowa's brilliant season at the 
Palace. To suit the cbnrenience 
of his model he established a stu- 


dio In a room at Pavlowa's Eng- 
lish home. Ivy House, near Lon- 
don. The London art world sat 
up and was astonished, for Soudl- 
blnlne is the Rodin of Russia.

Enthusiastic OTer his commission to 


model Pavlowa, however, Soudibinine 
obtained permission to execute a pri- 
vate order of Favlowa In marble. Just 
who had ordered a statue of the balle- 
rina in white Carrara he would not 
say. Some astute people talked of the 
king of Spain, for Alfonso was con- 
spicuous at the Palace while Pavlowa 
danced. 
• The royal family of England is con- 
nected, too, with Pavlowa as a model 
for John La very, A. R, A., for the 
young artist has been commissioned to 
do the state picture of the Royal Fam- 
ily. Pavlowa was directly responsible. 
Lavery owes his present fame and 
standing to the reception accorded by 
critics and public of England to his 
two paintings of the incomparable 
Anna. Both of these paintings—one of 
Pavlowa as "The Bacchante," the lat 
est one "The Dying Swan"—attracted 
all sorts of attention when exhibited 
at the Royal Academy and the Paris 
Salon. 


Pavlowa—dancing as she does after 


the manner of every country, from the 
ancient Attic Bacchanale and the cen 
turies old Russian Krakowiak, wits 
its ages old yet ever new folfc music, 
to the futuristic Orientals conceived b; 
Fofelne and created by Bakst—Is 
yoang woman of many mood*. So an 
other Russian artist, Steinberg, has 
paint&l her In the puise of contemplii 
tire Terpsichore. The conception Is so 
of Pavlowa the dancer, but Paviow 
the queen of the dance, she who di 
reels througbout the ages the man 
fcstntlon of the pnre joy of living 
Steinberg has caught that somethJn 
about Pavlowa which makes her ap- 
pear a creature of the air, act of 
earth. 


A second English artist who threat- 


ns to encroach pn Lavery's renown 
s a painter of Pavlowa is BarribaL 
His painting Is of the theater, of Pav- 


>wa In the spot light Before the fu- 
urists, when Soralla of the bold colors 
was the talk of the art world, it was 
he Spaniard's sunlight which won him 
raise. Artists generally were striving 
or the sunlight effect, or, as the 
'rencn,call it, "belle aire." Barribal'a 
icture of Pavlowa has been called re- 
markable for some reason of light, nol 
(the sun, but of the calcium. 
Boris Frodman Cluzel was .the first 
culptor to make a statue of Pavlowa. 
As for the futurist school, Pavlowa
